The sensational developments of the trial 
dealing with fact of the case have not 
attracted front-page interest at the Post. 

In fact, when they print the picture of the 
witness who testified that Glay Shaw used 
the name Clay Bertrand, they carefully 
avoid any reference to her testimony, al- 
though this was a much longer story than the Pc 
Post has carried and it appeared in a much 
larger than usual edition, the one carrying 
the heavy Washington's Borthday sale ads. 

Where they have used other such testimony, it 
was with slight attention. Where they have 
giesn attention, it was slanted, biased, 
angled, as has their coverage teen from the 
first, against Garrison.
